CHICAGO, Sept. 25 (U.R)— One-fourth of all the food pro- 
duced in the United States Is wnBtcd every year, with the 
result that farmers, food processors and distributors "do- 
nate" two hours every day to maintaining an "ever-normal" 
garbage dump, a spokesman for the nation's grocers said 
today. 

' Mrs. R. M, Kiefcr, secretary-manager of tho National Re- 
tail Grocers association, said President Truman's program 
for wasting less food wua the best immediate action which 
could .be taken. 

"The retail grocers association has been preaching con- 
servation for a long time,' - ' 
she said. "Only recently we 
adopted a slogan, 'Starve your 
garbage pail'." 

Mrs. Kiefcr said that statistics 
she had gathered showed that more 
food Is wasted In the United States 
than wits consumed annually dur- 
ing the war by the armed forces and 
lend-lease recipients combined. 

"Tlie loss included - enough food 
to feed 30,000,000 people," she said. 
'That would be all the people of 
Maine, New Hampshire, Vermont, 
Massachusetts, Rhode Island. Con- 
necticut, New York, New Jersey, 
Delaware, Maryland and West Vir- 
ginia. 

Tho wastage means that 25 acres 
of every 100 -acre farm that Is plowed 
Is harvested only to bo thrown away, 
Mrs. Kelfcr said. 

She said tho waste began the mo- 
ment crops were taken out of the 
ground and mounted as It travelled 
down the lino to the dinner tabic. 

"It would be a terrific saving for 
everyone. If food were used for the 
purpose for which It Is Intended," 
she said. "We think that the most 
Immediate way In which we con at- 
tack the problem of food prices Is 
food conservation, so we wouldn't 
have to buy new food so often.'

"It may be we could spend leas on 
military forces If mora wer* spent 
on maintaining conditions on which 
democracy and peace depend," Bo- 
des said In a speech to the Na- 
tional Association of Supervisors of 
State Banks.

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MORAL FORCE IN FOREIGN POLICY 
The clarity and precision of mind which 
made Secretary of State Marshall a great 
general arc beginning to make themselves 
felt In America's International affairs. Mr. 
Marshall Is beginning to give this govern- 
ment's foreign policy a shape and direction 
that It has not had since the war ended. 

The state department and the United 
States delegation to the United Nations now 
seem to be traveling the samo road. There 
have been no bad stumbles since the awkward 
moment when It seemed thot the "Truman 
doctrine" for Greece and Turkey had been 
formulated without much thought Tor the U.N. 

It quickly became evident that this was an 
error of tactics and not of Intent. The situa- 
tion which caused the American move to aid 
Greece has been verified by the majority of a 
U. N. investigating commission. The facts 
behind Mr. Truman's action will now be pre- 
sented to the U. N. general assembly with the 
urgent request that the assembly take such 
action as It can against the acts of aggression 
by Greece's northern neighbors. 

Mr. Marshall told the American Association 
of the United Nations that fidelity to the 
U. N. is the cornerstone of our foreign policy. 
But he also indicated that this policy Is going 
to depend for support upon "the great moral 
- and political forces of the peoples of the 
world" which. Mr. Marshall said, "must 
somehow be brought to bear with full efrect 
through the general assembly. 

This may seem at first to be a rather weak 
prop for a good share ol the burden of our 
foreign policy. 

But the moral and political forces of world 
opinion can Influence world governments. 
They can win support for American policy 
as It is clearly presented by Mr. Marshall. 
And. perhaps, they can also help to contain 
Russia's Imperial communism within Its pre- 
sent frontiers. 

The Soviet government's truculence Is 
winning it no new friends In the free world. 
Spokesmen who continue to defend and ra- 
tionalize the Kremlin's stubbornness are 
betraying a shortness of temper which ex- 
presses Itself In an Increasingly blunt and 
bitter hostility toward the United States. 

Some recent attacks are almost reminiscent 
of Hitler's tirades which grew more shrill 
and emotional as war grew nearer. This 
comparison Is not meant to suggest that war 
is now Imminent, but It should be recalled 
that Hitler was not appealing for world vin- 
dication. He was simply selling a great fabric 
of lies to his own people to put them thor- 
oughly In the mood for blood-letting. 

Obviously the Kremlin's growing list of 
American villainies is not meant to convince 
the non-communist world of Its truth. Its 
only purposo seems to be to steep the regi- 
mented minds of the people behind the iron 
curtain In a mixture or fear, suspicion tnd 
hatred which will make any future Soviet 
policies seem natural and Inevitable. 

That path of withdrawal and Isolation, 
however. Is strewn with some disconcerting 
wreckage. It was a path followed by Hitler. 
Mussolini and the Japanese warlords. And. 
as John Foster Dulles pointed out In a speech 
which, with Mr. Marshall's, helped launch 
United Nations Week, they were contemptu- 
ous of moral Judgments and wound up dead 
amidst the ruins.

Denhum, general counsel ot the notional labor rela- 
tions board, union "officials must take this antl- 
communHit oath, or forfeit all rights and privileges 
which they enjoy under the Wagner and Talt-HarUey 
acts. The* timid trio dreaded this prospect, rearing 
that the rival CIO might comply and, with NLKB 
aid, mid the AFL unions. 

SHAKESPEAREAN — John L., however, woo In nil 
finest Shakespearean form when he dragged hit 280 
pounds out of an overstuffed chair In the committee's 
ornate suite on the loth floor of the ritzy Drake hotel. 

"Gentlemen," he said, "don't wait until tho storm 
strikes you and. there la no safety cellar In eight. It 
Is raining now. Get out your umbrellas. 

"You cannot comply with one provision or this 
infamous statute without giving hostages to all. We 
must fight the low from the first to the last paragraph. 

■ 'Two sections, In particular, wo must defy. We are 
not communists, so why concede that there Is a red 
stain among us by ..wearing to the contrary. We must 
also vitiate the provision which soys that we cannot 
spend money in primaries and elections.

STRATEGY — Mr. Lewis' strategy was obvious, 
although he had to explain It In elementary language 
to less astute members of the committee at closed 
sessions. When he opened their eyes to hla ulterior 
purpose, they readily agreed. 

Mr. Den ham. as general counsel, maintains that It 
Is his right and duty to Interpret the law, and It was 
under this assumption that he mado his ruling about 
the an U -communist oath. 

Some board members disagree with both Denhora 
Interpretations. They think that they can override 
him. They also believe that It Is not necessary for 
all officials or a union to sign up. Under this Inter- 
pretation, the AFL could comply, despite tho United 
Mine Workers* refusal. 

What Mr. Lewis has done Is to force the board , 
to ratify or overrule Its general counsel.

His underlying scheme Is to force President Truman 
lo make the final decision. In the belief that the 
choice will embarrass the While House on the eve 
of the presidential campaign. 

CHALLENGE — The AFL will challenge the Toft- 
Hartley law's restrictions on organized labor's political 
activities when they hold their annual convention 
In San Francisco. It will open on OcL 6 and lost for 
two weeks. The CIO will stone their yearly get- 
together almost simultaneously at Boston. 

The executive committee i>ecrctly decided to pursue 
the same strategy which Sidney Hlllman lold 'down 
in the 1M0 and 1044. presidential campaigns. They 
will form an auxiliary, political orgonliatlon like the 
old PAC and supply it with funds from union treas- 
uries, which constitutes another defiance of the Taft- 
Hartley act. 

They will force or persuade every union member U 
register. Should the CIO Join the campaign, as ex. 
pected, this means that they will try to drive IS.000.000 
members and their families to the primary and election 
polls. They will provide funds, workers, transportation 
and even baby-sitters on election day. 

LABOR — Organized labor. If there is such a thing 
as a solid vote -among the nation's unionized workers, 
will probably favor President Truman next year, 
although not entirely satisfied with his performance. 
They regard him as a mediocre executive who Li 
"sitting out the storm." But he has not been too hard 
on them and 'they realize that he is a protection 
against a conservative Republican congress, 

Their Republican choices ore (1) Oov. Thomas E. 
Dewey, N. Y.. and (2) Gov. Earl Warren, Calir. Tho 
loticr has slipped from favor In the last year but they 
look upon him ns friendly, understanding and suffi- 
ciently liberal for their needs. In labor circles, espe- 
cially since the Chicago executive conference, the talk 
centers on a Dewey -Warren ticket. 

Labor, naturally. !s denth on Sen. Robert A. Talt. 
They maintain that his nomination would Insure 
President Truman's reelection. They do not relish 
the Idea of a military man In the White House, which 
makes them cold to the Elsenhower and MacArthur 
booms. Generally uiiea.'.y over the administration's 
foreign policy, they dlmlss Senator Vandcnberg, Mich.. 
because of his sponsorship of Truman-Marshall ideas 
capltol hill.

FIRST LABOR ACT ON REFERENDUM 
The eighth congressional district of Pennsylvania 
offers the country the first popular test of the Taft- 
Hartley labor act, which the leaders of the unions 
planning to make the major Issue of the 1D1B 
presidential election. 

A special election was held there to fill a 
vacancy In the house of representatives. The district 
contains the industrial cities of All en town and Beth- 
ii. oa well as smaller ones, with many thousands 
of Industrial workers who arc members of CIO unions. 

The district looked like a perfect place for a test, 
from the union standpoint, for union members ore 
much stronger there than In tho nation at large. The 
Democratic candidate vigorously demanded repeal 
of the act. Ills Republican opponent first tried to 
minimize the Issue, but as it was pressed, met it 
head-on and did, virtually to the exclusion of other 
Issues. 

The vol* on a nearly complete count was 47,513 
Republican, 39,807 Democratic. While the district has 
elected Republicans since 1030 It went Republican 
this time by a bigger majority than It had In the 
last three previous elections, Including the. Republican 
landslide of idiq. 

Labor leaders may "explain™ this election by the 
hour, but they will not be able to escape the obvious 
fact that they have been decisively repudiated In a 
strongly union district. The rank and file of their 
members voted about as they hnd been voting before, 
?h!ch means thot thousands of them voted Repub- 
lican. And the Issue of coum tended to solidify the 
non-union vole against the labor candidate. 

Messrs. Lewis, Murray, Green and their cohorts 
ought to think this national referendum In IS43 over 
carefully, for If they cannot win in Industrial 
Pennsylvania where- con they win? And If they are so 
rash as to, risk a nationwide spanking, the Democratic- 
convention may not be eqUully so. It will have to 
repudiate a majority ot Its representatives In congress 
voted for the act If It colls for repeal. And 
Harry Truman, who Is pretty astute politically, has by 
now heard about Pennsylvania too, and he may not 
want to.be a sacrificial goat. 

So that bottle of the century we've been hearing so 
much about In recent days may not come off. which 
will be Just as well all around. Labor legislation will 
naturally figure in the IMS campaign, and should. 
But It shouldn't exclude a whole flock of other lmpor- 
'tant questions, nor should It be discussed In an atmos- 
phere- of hysteria.— Nampa Free Press.

In 
Berlin he chucked his weight about, 
end defied the nails to hit him 
when he knew he had behind him 
the greatest nation on earth to 
avenge even a split lip. He closed 
his life with a contemptible show 
of cowardice. 
What happened here, anyway? 
The time and place and the task 
colled for a patriotic man of char- 
ier, dignity and ability: we had 
hundred good men, all disqual- 
ified by Roosevelt's personal hatred 
the clamor of his subsidized 
unlonccrs and a small element ol 
Baltic and Balkan political vermin 
loyal to no country but professing 
Democracy." 

Hitler then was only a silly he- 
shrcw. but It was the duty of tho 
American President to send to Ber- 
lin the best man he could find.

Much worse, however, tho man 
who held credentials from the peopli 
of the United States missed no op- 
portunity to crento a feeling in 
which It would be Impossible for 
them to keep out of this war. He 
acted In obedience to his personal 
feelings and politics, which were not 
at all hostile to despotism. 

Ho was actually affectionate to- 
ward the Muscovite horror. He 
served Moscow In a manner to- de- 
serve the gaudiest honors, lor It 
waa Dodd's work almost aa much 
as Roosevelt's which guaranteed 
Stalin as his ally in the Impending 
war the mightiest but the stupidest 
nation In all the sad history of man- 
kind. 

The regular state deportment 
staff of the Berlin embassy couldn't 
handle Dodd. He had no manners, 
no training, no feeling or responsi- 
bility for the horrors which he waa 
amassing for his countrymen, mil- 
lions or whom then were children. 

Dodd was withdrawn In 1037. 
On Dec. 8, IBM, at Hanover court- 
house, Vs., he ran down a four- 
year-old Negro girl In his cor and 
ran away. He said he thought the 
child was not hurt but ho did know 
there had been a mishap and ho 
did drive on. 

The question waa not one or re- 
sponsibility and blame but of the 
Instinctive reaction of this great 
humanitarian. He finally pleaded 
guilty and was fined 1350. He died 
In February, 1W0,

On thousands of separate fronts 
throughout the country, the drys 
are bottling the wets on the Issue of 
prohibition, and in the majority of 
cases the drys are winning. In 30.- 
000 Iocs! option elections since re- 
peal, the drys have won 13,000. 

Already a third of the nation has 
been dried up. Today more than 
25,000.000 Americans can't legally buy 
n drink of liquor; lO.OOO.OOOcan'tbuy 
legal beer; all this according to 
Frederick O. Brown ell. who as- 
sayed the growing prohibition move- 
ment for American magazine. 

Three states— Kansas, Mississippi 
and Oklahoma— never repealed their 
constitutional bans on drinking. 
Even In traditionally wet cities like 
Chicago, 138 precincts have voted 
themselves dry. 

Kentucky, which produces 43 per 
cent ol me nation's whisky, already 
Is 83 per cent dry. Wet. Kentucky, 
Browncli soys, Is drier than dry 
Kansas. 

There are now 03 wholly dry coun- 
ties in the state and 15 more which 
contain considerable dry territory. 

One argument drys have been ui 
able to overcome so for is "who's 
going to pay the bills If prohibi- 
tion returns to Kcntucky7" Liquor 
taxes of $11,000,000 lost year paid 
almost a third of the state's general 
expenses.

Cash, Courage, Good Tools Necessary 
For Trek Over Rough Alcan Highway 



Alcan Road Is Rough 



By JAMES H. MeCORMICK 
FAIRBANKS, Alaska, Sept. 38 
(NEA)— -It takes cash, courage and 
a good act of tools to travel the 
Alcan highway. 

The Canadian government sees 
that you have all three, plus le- 
gitimate business on the war-bull t 
road, from Dawson creek 1,331 miles 
north to the Alaska-Canada border, 
before they will even let you try. 

An Inspector at Edmonton ex- 
amines every car for road fitness, 
sees that It has two spare tires, a 
first aid kit, spare part* and repair 
tools. Travelers must carry 1300 
cash for emergency purpose*, m 
each car must be a shovel and an 
pick for fighting fires. 
And each passenger must carry 
enough emergency food for two 
days. 

traveler' Is foolhardy and 
desperate enough to try the trip In 
winter, he can skip the fire fighting 
equipment, but the Inspector sees 
that he has sufficient winter cloth- 
ing and that his car Is winterised. 

The Canadian government Is Just 
trying to make sure travelers get 
through their. section or the high- 
way. 

Last winter, an Anchorage busi- 
nessman broke a piston in his truck 
mllea south of Whitehorse. The 
temperature was ID below. It was 
II hours before another car showed 
up and a week before he oould 
get the truck repaired in White- 
horse. 

The Alcan highway was ar 
emergency war measure and ever 
at Its best It never resembled the 
average highway In the States. 

Today the Alaskan end of the 
ISOS-mUa road is about JJke Jt 
when the army engineers were 
maintaining it. But Canadian of- 
ficials admit that the 300 or so men 
they are using to maintain their 
1231-mile section can't keep the road 
In repair. 

When It rains, the road Is 
of mud. When it's dry. the swirling 
dust sometimes reduces visibility 
to aero. 

A Canadian mounted Police truck 
broke down 30 miles from Its base 
and waited over seven hours for 
d. 

Few cars survive the trip with- 
out at least one blowout from the 
rough gravel.

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National Guard Seeks Recruit-a-Minute 
. To Help Safeguard U.S. Against Attack

A brand new national guard, almost 
aa big aa lb* regular amy. must 
bo built up to safeguard the TJnlUd 
States aiamta any possible future 
attack, military experts bellsre. 

That ta why President Truman 
asfcad tor WJSf enlistments dur- 
ing the next two months. 

When the national guard was 
called Into federal service begin- 
ning Sept IS, IHO, It supplied mora 
than aoojOOO partially trained oM- 
otra and enlisted men In IB divis- 
ions—half ot which fought In 
Europe and the other halt against 
Japan. 

But when World war n ended 
national guard enlistments all had 
expired. There was no guard left. 

Studies made while the war stin 
raged showed that the United States 
would need I.TW.000 soldiers, or- 
ganised, trained, armed, and ready 
to start shooting on any M-day 
this country may be attacked, how- 
ever short the warning. 

Because we are not a military 
nation, and dislike large standing 
armies and their cost, H was de- 
cided to have 875.000 men in the 
regular army, W3,000 in the na- 
tional guard and the rat In the 
organised reserve. 

This national guard — almost 
trtrce times as large as before the 
war— must be so organised, equip- 
ped and trained that, together with 
the regulars. It would provide a bal- 
anced, adequate defense organla- 
UOQ ready for an emergencr. 

All the states have been given 
quotas, based on their populations 
between the ages of 17 and 35. rang- 
ing from Nevada's 813 up to New 
York's 62,777. 

Some of the slates went right to 
work, Connecticut's ittnd Infantry, 
first created In 1917. was re-created, 
the first postwar' national guard 
regiment given federal recognition. 
OonnrcUcufB IGSth Infantry was the 
second federally recognised regi- 
ment. 

Oklahoma was the first state to 
have all Its ground units presented 
for federal recognition. Missouri was 
the first state to have a full air 
group recognised. Pennsylvania, 
Michigan. California, New Jersey 
pushed close behind. 

But these starts left much to be 
accomplished. In July of this year 
the 100,000 mark was passed. The 
objective for 1M7 Is 150,000. Presi- 
dent Truman's full goal of a recruit 
a minute for two months will still 
leave the guard behind the 250,000 
mark. 

Bo for the two-month period there 
Is to be a recruiting contest In each 
state, the District of Columbia, 
Hawaii and Puerto Rico, 

The winning enlisted man recruit- 

■ will get a plane trip to Washing- 
ton and to the Army-Navy football 
gome at Philadelphia. There will be 
honors for runners-up and for units 
which do particularly well. 

The new guard will have 39 In- 
fantry divisions and two armored 
divisions, compared with 10 ground 
units In the pre-war establishment. 

The 39 observation squadrons of 
the pre-war guard will be replaced 
by 13 light bombardment squadrons 
flying A-2fl Invaders and 7a fighter 
squadrons flying P-31 Mustangs, 
P-47 Thunder bolts and Jet-propelled 
P-eo shooting Stars. There also will 
be a radar and communications set- 
up of 13 aircraft control and warn- 
ing groups. 

The national guard volunteer 
commits hlnuelf to two hours drill a 
week, tor which he receives regular 
army pay, ranging from gaJSo lor a 
private up to UJ0 for a master or 
first sergeant. He also will be called 
to a 13-day camp each summer, for 
which he receives 15 days' regular 
pay. 

Pur each three-year enlistment, 
these pay scales will be boosted five 
per cent, and each enlistment 
counts toward longevity pay if the 
guard la called out for another war 
or major disaster. Filers get special 
flight pay. 

In both World wars fought by thb 
country, as In previous more limit- 
ed conflicts, the national guard, 
though only partially trained, has 
covered Itself with glory, filling the 
gap between a too-small regular 
army and a slow-to-organlse 
tlonal army.

WASHINGTON. Sept, 35 (NEA) 
—In an unusual change of policy, 
the army has decided it will make 
public the findings of MaJ.-Gcn. Ira 
T. Wyche, the Inspector general who 
was tent to Italy .to report on 
LleuL-Oen. John C. H. Lee after 
Scrlpps-IIoward Columnist Bob 
Ruark had exposed OI abuses in 
Lee's command. Not only that, but 
the army's action In either discip- 
lining Lee or whitewashing him will 
be announced. 

Ordinarily, the inspector general' 
reports are secret documents. They 
go confidentially to either the sec- 
retary of war— now Secretary of the 
Army Kenneth C. Royall— or the 
chief ot staff-Gen. Dwlght D. El- 
senhower. 

What seems to have happened In 
the Lee esse Is that his brass has so 
dirtied up some of the army's finest 
linen thst the army can't do any- 
thing else than wash out the soiled 
finery In public. 

There Is probably no high officer 
In the pentagon who believes that 
the Inspector general will deliberate- 
ly whitewash Lee, even though he Is 
about to be retired from the army. 
Wyche Is one of America's most re- 
spected general officers. He com' 
minded the great 70th division dur- 
ing the last war. His hobby Is the 
Idea of trying to unite all the reli- 
gions of the world to maintain 
peace. He was thlnklnd of retiring 
and devoting his remaining years to 
that cause when he was made in- 
spector general. 

The army knows Lee as a some< 
what pompous Individual, PcrhapL 
the best characterization of him, as 
given by one who knows him well, 
Is that "ho would like to be like 
aeorge Patton, but Just docsn' 
know how." it will be recoiled that 
the late General Patton once got 
In trouble for his rough and ready 
ways with a OI. 

On the basis that he real 
heart of gold and loves his men, 
there Is some tendency among gen- 
eral of fleers to excuse General Lee 
for most of tho abuses charged 
against him. 

They claim he was not responsible 
for failure to get overcoats to the 
troops In the battle of tho bulge, 
That. It is said, was the result of on 
Elsenhower-Bradley decision to give 
ammunition transportation priority 
over winter clothing.

Ocncral Lee was given the Italian 
command.

Drive Mimics 
Greece Push 



Br J. M. ROBERTS. Jr.-

Reports Irom Trieste and north- 
cm Italy Indicate that Marshal 
Tito, Russia's chief proconsul In 
southern Europe, hu begun a new 
campaign which Is atrlklnjly similar 
to the one that hat caused so much 
trouble In Greece." 

The chain ol command which be- 
■tnt In the Kremlin and extendi 
through Belgrade Into the area haa 
been generally concealed because 
the outside commimlsta have had 
to cope with intensive nsUonallsm 
amons these In Italy. There U sUll 
a. rull between the latter and the 
Internationale. Communion for 
Italy, yes. Communism which would 
place Italy In the same basket with 
Yugoslavia and the other Russian 
satellites, no. Even Togllattl, the 
Russian-trained leader of Italy's 
communists, hat hud to walk sol 11 7 
and argue merely (or Inclusion of 
his party In the Italian government. 
Field Is nipe 

But In the free territory of 
Trieste, where a general strike has 
just been stnjed, the field la ripe 
for communism's greatest product- 
chaos. There the ' foreign commu- 
nists are trying to establish a 
bridgehead for the ultimate engulf - 
ment of Italy. 

Advices reaching this country fol- 
lowing a communists' conference In 
Trieste early this month Indicate no 
plans for open revolution against 
western influence. The communists 
Idea apparently Is to create discon- 
tent. Interfere with the shipbuilding 
Industry, raise prices artificially, 
and rinally convince the people that 
true democracy can be lound only 
In communism. 

Decentralise Operations 

To offset nationalism among the 
Italians, communist leaders In 
Trieste are reported to have decen- 
tralised their operations command. 
Although they nre now directed 
from Belgrade Instead of by Tog- 
llattl, finances will continue to coma 
from Italy, thus helping to camou- 
flage the outside Influence. 

The general strike In Trieste, 
then, was no mere Incident attend- 
ant on. ft change of government. It 
was a, manifestation of a general 
conflict which can be expected to 
be more and more disturbing.

Less Than Half of Nation Has 
Received 'Complete' Mapping 



WASHINGTON. Sept. » tfl — 1 
U. S. geological survely estimates 
that less than half the United 
States has been mapped •loposraph- 
lcallj"'— leas than a quarter ade- 
quately lor present-day require- 
ments. 

A topographic map shows hills, 
valleys, rivers and other physical 
features In detail on an exact scale 
by means of contour lines. Such 
mapping la Invaluable In planning 
highways, railroads, drainage, proj- 
ects and other engineering work. 

Only Massachusetts and Rhode 
Island have been surveyed topo- 
graphically by modern methods and 
have map "cultures" reasonably 
up-to-date. Cultures are man-made 
features — towns, roads, railroads, 
quarries, ditches, buildings and the 
like. 

Other categories In the nation': 
topographic maps: 

1. Surveys made by modern meth- 
ods requiring cultural revision. 

2. Older surveys, requiring cul- 
tural revision and partial resurvey. 

3. Surveys made by reconnaissance 
methods, requiring extensive revi- 
sion or complete resurvey. 

There arc entire counties -in nil 
the western and southern states for 
■hlch tho geological survey 
major mapping organisation within 
the government— has no topograph!! 
mops whatever. 

W, E. Wrnther, director of the 
survey, said: 

"Detailed geologic map coverage 
In Europe, Japan and many other 
parts of the world, even In Java, 
far exceeds coverage In tho western 
hemlsphi 

"Lack of such Information tn the 
Americas Is not only a major handi- 
cap In the planning of military de- 
fense but Is a detriment to peace- 
time economic development.'' 

Congressional appropriations to 
tho geocraphlc "survey for topo- 
graphic mapping totaled 130,000.000

WASHINGTON, Sept. 35 OJJO 
Nobody over liked them, not even 
the government. 

So the mint U scrapping ill ol 
the wartime "white" pennies It 
gets Its hands on, the treasury dis- 
closed today. . 

But the government li not calling 
In the ilnc -coated Keel pennies. 
Assistant Mint director Leland 
Howard said. What It la doing la to 
retire the pennies at they wear out 
or become corroded,' and are turned 
In. The tired pennies are replaced 
with old-fashioned coppers. 
Nat KcUtmlnf Fast 

"They're not coming In to us In 
an? large numbers," Howard laid. 
"But as they drift In we run them 
through a mutilating machlno which 
flsV.ens them out and corrugates 
them, or we melt them down." 

Then the wartime pennies, which 
too many persona took for dimes 
when they were new, are sold (or 
scrap. But even as scrap. 1 
lare-box cheaters and vending 
machine doggers arent good for 
much. Because ol the iteel-ilno 
mixture, they do not bring top 
metal prices. 

Caused Much Trouble 

The pennies, coined only for one 
year In 18*3, nave been causing the 
government as much trouble as they 
gave you.

Sept. 25 in-Chltf prose- 
cutor Joseph B. Eeenan absolved 
Emperor Hlrohlto of any respon- 
sibility for the Paclflo war today 
In a statement to the International 
tribunal. 

"The prosecution believe* the peo- 
ple In the dock are really respon- 
sible for this war," Keenan declared. 
"If there had been anyone elw, 
they would be In the dock* too."

Keenan's remarks were In answer 
to a challenge by Tribunal President 
Sir William Webb, who said he fail- 
ed to see the relevance of a ques- 
tion put to former Premier Kelauke 
Okada, a defense witness. 

Keenan had asked Okada: ".ton 
ore certain In your own mind that 
the emperor of Japan on the ova of 
Pearl Harbor did not want the war 
to go on and would have done what 
he could to avoid It?" 

Emperor Not Concerned 

"Yea." replied Okada, who was an 
elder statesman and adviser to the 
emperor, "I can answer definitely. 
The emperor was not concerned In 
winning or losing a war. Re disliked 

"I fall to see the relevance of that 
In this trial." Webb said. 

•The relevance," Keenan replied, 
"Is that It Is our contention that 
these accused were engaged In a 
conspiracy, and that they seised the 
power of Japan and defrauded the 
people Into believing the emperor 
wss behind the war with a rescript 
Issued a few hours after the (Pearl 
Harbor) attack."

The conciliatory 
gesture came from American dele- 
gate John Poster Dulles, at a Sa- 
nation trusteeship committee meet- 
ing. 

Write off UN. 

Moot responsible American olll- 
dais now feel that the Soviet gov- 
ernment has written off -the United 
Nations except for two main pur- 
poses. Those two purposes In the au- 
thoritative American view are ' 

the United Nations: 

I. To prevent the western powera 
from interfering with nuula's cam- 
paign lor ever-expanding commu- 
nist doralnatlon-whlch the Amer- 
ican government believes the Mos- 
cow government seeks. 

3. As a sounding board on which 
to bounce blasts for their effect 
both In Russia and the rest of the 
world. 

Charges Almost Same 
Significantly, the Russians charge 
almost the same 'thing about the 
United States approach to tha Unit' 
ed Nations. Deputy Foreign Min- 
uter Vlshlnsky, In his lire-breath- 
lng policy speech- on "war-monger- 
lng," talked of American capitalism 
trying to dominate the world and 
twist the United Nations to that 
end. 

The parallel between Soviet and 
American talk does not end there. 
Vlshlnsky and Secretary Marshall 
each has assured the general as- 
sembly that It was the central pol- 
icy of his government to strength- 
en the world organisation. 

U. 8. Gets Support 

The United States has already 
demonstrated that It has an over- 
whelming support In the OS-nation 
assembly on virtually any Issue with 
Russia. 

This support la so overwhelming 
that It Is providing something of an 
embarrassment to the American 
leadership. It causes Russia to be 
Isolated, In the American Ylaw,^ u 
an extreme degree and may provokt 
Ill-considered Soviet reactions oi 
bad situations within the United 
. Nations. 

Hep* SuasU Stays 1 

American leaders say they still 
hope that Russia can be kept in 
the United Nations and that the 
great powers, though bitter and di- 
vided, can at least be kept talking 
to each other here until something 
happens to Improve world relation- 
ships. They think In terms of a 
softening of the Moscow government 
yeara from now. (The Soviets for 
their part constantly predict a cap- 
italist catastrophe In the form of 
an American depression.)

WASH1NOTON. Sept. 35 INEA) — 
The aame prospect of autumn 
weather which will lift the central 
suites out of the frying pan now 
threatens to toss them Into the fire. 

Swept by floods and abnormal 
rams lost spring, scored by a drouth 
all summer, the area that lies be- 
tween the Rockies and the Missis- 
sippi has become the big worry of 
the two government departments 
vitally concerned with national crops 
and resources. 

Actuaily, It Is a three-way weath- 
er threat. The Under box forests and 
plains could bo easy prey for light- 
ning which might touch off devas- 
tating fires. Soli moisture depletion 
has left the vast prairies vulnerable 
to wind erosion that could grow In- 
to dread dust ntorms. And late 
planting has left the northern plains 
open to severe crop damage should 
an outbreak of Canadian cold alr 
suddenly owing southward. 

Forest rangers have been alerted 
to the fire threat, particularly In 
the northern and central Rockies, 
where tree tops arc withered after a 
ner rainfall that was only 30 to 
40 per cent oi normal. Those famil- 
iar with weather patterns know that
